these 14 years of sharing and col- 
laborating, my program would 
not be what it is today.” 

The collaboration with other 
teachers at Gove helped shape 
her physical education program, 
which is now a model for other 
teachers in the district, she said. 
ve is like a family. You want 
to help your fellow teachers,” she 
Said. So when. other teachers 
were having problems teaching 
young children concepts in sci- 
ence. for, example, she said, ‘I 
usetl to be a science teacher I can 
help you with that.” 

And so, she began to incorpo- 
rate different lessons, like distin- 
guishing left from right and odd 
And even numbers, in her kinder- 
garten PE classes. “We have a 
cheer 2.4.6.8. who ¿do we 
appreciate. Even numbers!” In 
the pavilion where she holds 
most of her PE classes, a map of 
the United States serves as an 
exercise area and is used to teach 
students‘north-south, east-west 
as well as state names. Children 
learn the basic food groups while 
tossing différent colored balls— 
naming frujts that are green, like 
limes. when a green ball is tossed 
and soon 

“It's not that hard to incorpo- 
rate academic skills into PE,” 
said Mrs. 

Smith. “I like to use thematic 
units. Last year the theme was 
Getting Lost in the Solar 
System. We played a game called 
{spd jams’, a flag-tag game 
Where kids had to get through the 
Asteroid belt, the inner planets or 
the outer planets (with other 


groups of kids acting as the plán- 
ets, similar to the old children's 
game of “Red Rover). They do 
their skills, they're gett aero- 
bic exercise, having Ead they 
don't realize they re, learning. 
Even kindergarten students 
could name the planets.” 
Another game incorporates 


magnets mounted on posts in the | 


pavilion, and requires students 
to race around unscrambling let- 
ters to form words. A parachute, 
like a pie cut in differing sections 
lends itself to lessons in division 
and fractions. 

“I'm from the old school,” Ms. 
Smith said. “I believe kids learn 
best 

through repetition of concepts 
and hands-on fun stuff. | knew 
from my own:experience that 
kids don’t learn from stuff writ- 
ten on the board. Take them out- 
side, show them places where the 
ground is worn away, tell them, 
"that's erosion.’ Explain it-and 
they'll learn it because they've 
seen it. For me, it's a personal 
pleasure seeing kids learn.” 

As a student in high school, 
Mrs. Smith sdid, she considered 
the idea of being a psychiatrist, 
but balked at the idea of self. 
analysis. Then she thought of 
becoming a missionary, she said. 

“I guess this is my mission,” 
she said. “Our children need 
help. They have so many prob- 
lems and the opportunities to be 
in the limelight are so few.”

Water users in Miaml- Dade, 
Broward: and southern and cen- 
tral Palm Beach countiés and the 
Florida Keys last Thursday were 
advised to voluntarily conserve 
water as the region heads info the 
traditional October-throúgh-May 
dry season. 

The Governing Board'of the 
¿South Florida Water Management 
District also issued this: “water- 
shortage warning” for voluntary 
conservation to users who draw 
water directly from Lake 
Okeechobee, that Is. towns and 
farms around the lake and users 
along the Caloosahatchee and St 
Lucie rivers, including Lee 
County. 

The board's action—prompted 
by the continued low.level of Lake 
Okeechobee, South Florida's 
pbackup water supply—is among a 
set of options included in the 
Districts water-supply contin- 
gency plan, developed this sum- 
mer to ensure adequate regional 
supplies until nextsummer. - 

“By issuing this regional advi- 
soyt for voluntary cutbacks, we 
are advising a)! Sbuth Florida rès- 
iden lo conser¥@ water now and 
year-round as a matter of habit,” 
Said Frank R. Finch, PE., District 
executive director, “We haye ade- 
quate amounts òf water in the 
Biscayne Aquifer and in the three 
waler conservation areas for the 
short term as we hear the dry sea- 
son. However, Lake Okeechobee, 
eur backup water Source.

Many peo- ` 
ple just don't want to get out of 
bed in_the morning either 
because they have no energy, 
could not sleep or have no 
interest in what the day may 
have to offer.

Other warning can include 
feelings of not being useful to, 
self and/or others; having a 
hard time concentrating, mak- 
ing decisions or just not being 
able to think. Additionally, the 
person may feel there is no 
hope for the future. This warn- 
ing is particúlarly dangerous 
because it may lead tó thoughts 
of killing oneself, an actual sul- , 
cide attempt or suicide.

Sometimes Mother Nature” 
can have terrible timing. A 
cloudy, wet weekend is a good 
example. (There is an old joke 
jn the weather business about 

@iweekend washouts: What fol- 
lows two days of rain? The 
answer is Monday, of course.) 

Occasionally, however. the 
timing of weather patterns is 
just about perfect. Such was 
the.case last Friday, September 
22, the official beginning of 
autumn, 2000. 

More importantly, it was the 
end to one of the worst sum- 
mers of weather 
States history. It was a summer 
that will be rememb for 
devastating wildfires, 25 worst 
drought in 50 years and the 
cooler-than-normal tempera- 
tures of the East. 

As the seasons changed on 
that Friday afternoon, so did 

One nation’s weather patterns- 
at least,“ in the northern 
Rockies, Heavy snow and bone- 
numbing temperatures swept 
across Montana and Wyoming.

It means a return to more 
normal weather, but normal 
means a weather pattern full of 


* surprises. Unlike last-winter's 


predictable La Nina, ‘which 
meant warm and dry condi- 
tions for Florida, the long-te; 
climate patterns will be more 
uncertain this year. 

“We are at a turning point for 
our climate pattern.“ said 
NOAA administrator James 
Baker. The climate shift is one 
that we are continuing to study, 
but we know that without the 
influence of La Nina or El Nino, 
seasonal forecasting is more 
difficult.” 

Sull. NOAA's autumn. fore- 
càst for Florida looks like a 
continuation of this year's pat- 
tern: warm and dry. What about 
winter? That prediction is still
